people  had  Inst  all  right  of  this  as  a 
law  to  be  enforced  bj  an  offieer,  and 
had  made  it  mean  private  revenge. 
They  considered  themselves  justi 
tied  by  this  rule  to  inflict  the  same 
injury  on  others  that  they  had  re- 
ceived. Against  this  our  Savior 
remonstrates.  He  declares  the  law 
bad  no  reference  to  private  revenge 
that  it  was  given  only  to  regulate 
the  magistrates.  sod  that  their 
priva'e  conduct  was  to  be  regulated 
hv  d flTuront  principles.  This  is 
il'nstratel  by  a few  examples: 
“ Resist  not  evil  : but  whosoever 
•hill  smito  thee  on  the  right  cheek, 
turn  to  him  the  other  also.”  This 
is  a large  hearted  principle.  We 
ire  not  lo  render  ovil  for  ovil  ; hut 
rather  suffer  injury,  and  that  inju 
rv  to  be  repeated,  than  to  go  about 
to  avenge  ourselves.  We  have 
been  wronged,  but  rather  than 
take  tho  law  in  o our  own  hand.

What  has  been  don*  by  prohibi- 
tion 's  stated  by  ox  Governor  Din- 
gley — and  there  is  no  bettor  au- 
th"eity  in -the  S ate — as  follows:

gallons  of  rum.  Three  hundred 
thousand  gallons  wore  imported, 
including  cider  and  other  ferment- 
ed liquors.

In  1832,  with  a pop- 
ulation of  only  4o0,000,  there  were 
two  thousand  places  where  intoxi- 
citing  liquor*  were  sold  — one 
grogshop  to  every  two  hundred 
•nd  twonty-fivo  ot  the  population 
Their  silc  n ' >uoted  to  $10,000,000 
annually  J for  each  inhabt 

taut.  L i ear  the  aggregate 

sales  of  one  Hundred  town  agen- 
cies was  $100,000,  or  fiffoen  conts 
per  inhabitant.  Including  clandes- 
tine sales,  even  the  enemies  ol  tom- 
p ranee  do  not  claim  that  ths  ag- 
gregate sales  ia  the  State  exceed 
$1,000,000,  less  than  $2  per  inhabi- 
tant. This  is  but  one-tenth  what 
the  sales  were  forty  yens  ago,  and 
but  one-eighth  what  they  are  on 
the  average  in  the  remainder  of 
the  Union,  which  is  $15  per  inhab- 
itant.
